WHEREAS, the building is currently being used by the Secaucus Board of Education as
a school for pre-k students and the Town would like to ensure the Board of Education can
continue to use the building for these purposes into the future; and

WHEREAS, The Town would like to purchase the Property from the State of New
Jersey and the State has consented to the sale of the Property to the Town; and

WHEREAS, the Property has been offered for sale to the Town pursuant to N.J.S A
52:31-1.1 et. seq.; and

WHEREAS, the Town had an independent appraisal of the property performed by
McNemey & Associates, Inc., 266 Hamistown Road, Glen Rock, New Jersey, dated May 26,
2016, and the property was deemed to have a fair market value of One Million Fight Hundred
Thousand and 00/100 Dollars {$1,800,000.00); and

WHEREAS, the State of New Jersey has agreed to sell the property to the Town for One
Million Eight Hundred Thousand and 00/100 Dollars {$1,800,000.00); and

WHEREAS, the State and the Town, in accordance with the provisions of N.LS. A,
52:31-1.1 et. seq. wish to confirm their Agreement to sell, convey, purchase and accept the
Property according to the terms and conditions of the attached Agreement For The Sale Of State
Property; and

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Mayor and Council of the Town of
Secaucus, County of Hudson, that the Town 1s authorized to purchase the real property located at
40 Mill Ridge Road, Secaucus, New Jersey (Block 225, Lot 10) for the purchase price of One
Million Eight Hundred Thousand and 00/100 Dollars (31,860,000.00).

WHERHAS, the State is the owner of the propenty located at 40 Mill Ridge Road, Secaucus,
New jersey (the “Property”) in the Tewn of Secancus, Hudson County, New Jersey which consists of
approximately 3.36 +- acres of land and improvements sitvated on Block 225, Lot 16; and

WHEREAS, the Property has been offered for sale pursuant to the provisions of N.L.S.A.
52:31-1.1 et seg.; and

WHEREAS, the State did declare the Property 2nd all other improvements thereon, to ke
surpius to the needs of the State; and

- WHEREAS, the szle and conveyance of the Property was approved and authorized by the

WHEREAS, in accordance with the provisions of N.L3.A. 52:31-1.1 et seq., the Srate and
s P .

the Puarchaser hereby wish to confinm thedr agreement to sell, convey, purchase and accept the
Froperty according to the terms and conditions as more fully set forth below.

NOW THEREFORE, for and in consideration of the mutual covenants hereinafter
contained, the parties hereto agree as follow:

1. Acreement to Sell. The State shall sell and convey to the Purchaser and the
‘Purchaser shall buy and accept from the Srare, all of the Property. As the Purchase Price is in excess
of five hundted thousand dollars ($500,000), this transaction shall be expressiy subject to and
contingent upon the enactment of authonzing legislation 23 more fully described in Secdon 25
hereof.

2. Purchase Price. The Purchaser shall pay the State, as and for the purchase pnze for
the Property, the sum of ONE MILLION EIGHT HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS
($1,800,000.00) {the “Purchase Price™) in the following manner

A The sum of the Purchase Price in the amount of ONE MILLION EIGHT
HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS (31,800,000.00) shall be paid at the Closing (as hersinafter
defined) by certified check or bank check of 2 duly accredited fnandal institution payable to
“Treasurer, Smte of New Jersey” subject to the adjustnents to the Purchase Price, if any, as set forth
in Section 3B hercof.

B. The Parchaser acknowledges thar other than rhe requirements set forth in this

Agreement, this wansaction is not contingent upon or subject 1o the Purchaser raking any action
inclading obtaining financing to consumimate this transacrion.

3. The Closing. The consurnmation of the transaction contemplared by this
Agreement {the “Closing™) shall take place 2t the offices of the Stte on or before the eatlier of (j)
October 30, 2019, (the “Closing Date”} or (i) ninety (90) days after legislative approval is received.
Notwithstanding the foregoing, in the event legislative approval is not attained by QOctober 30, 2020
then the State shall have the optian, at its sole discredon, 1o either extend the Closiag Date in
mcrements of time necessary to catty through to the next legislative session, or it may cancel this
Agreement, in which event this Agreement shall becore null and void and neither party shall have
any tecourse against the other.

The following shall take place at the Closing:

Al "The State shall execute and deliver to the Purchaser a Bargzin and Sale Deed
without covenants {the “Deed”) for the Property, such Deed to be made subject to the title matters
as to which conveyance is to be accepted by the Putchaser hereuander.

B. The Purchaser shall pay to the State the Parchase Price subject to any
applicable adjustments as of the Closing Date for rental income, real estate taxes, utilities including
but not imited to ofl, gas, water, sewer and electric charges. The Purchaser will pay for all recording
fees and realty transfer axes incidents! 10 the conveyance of ttle.

C. The parties shall execure and deliver to each other a closing statement
afadavit of consideration, Seller’s residency certificate/exermption foax and any other instruments
required 1o be debvered under any provisions of this Agreement, or reasonabiy requested by the
artorney for either party or the Title Company in connection with this transaction.

4. Condition of Title.

A, Tite to the Property shall be good and marketable, insurable at regular rates.
Notwithstanding the foregoing, the Purchaser expressly acknowledges that the Property 1s being sold
and conveyed “as is” and the Purchaser agrees to purchase znd accept the Property subject to the
following which shali not be deerned to be title defects rendenng tde to the Property unmarketable
but instead shall constitute pemmitted exceptions:

encumbrance, interest, or exception of oile disclosed by the title report that would render dtie
unmarketable pursuant to Seetion 4A hereof. Purchaser’s failure to obtain a tite report or its failare
1o set forth In its notice to Seller any tide quesdon relating to the markeiability of the Property, shail
be deemed a waiver of each such ttde question or possible claim. If such marketable, insurable tite
cannot be conveyed by the Stare, the Purchaser shall have the option of tzking such title as the State
can convey without any abatanent in the Purchase Price or declaring this Agreement null and void,
without any further obligation on behalf of either party.

5. Survey, The Purchaser, at its sole cost and expense shall obtain a survey of the
Troperty together with 4 metes and bounds description.
